With a reported offer to four 
Southwest conference schools to join 


the Big Eight conference on the table, 


talk of BYU moving to a future super- 
conference has surfaced again. 

The Associated Press reported today 
that the University of Texas, Texas 
Tech., Texas A&M, and Baylor have 
received offers from the Big Eight to 
join that conference, starting in the 
1996-97 football season. 

The schools have until Friday. to 
make a decision on the offer. 

BYU has had informal conversa- 
tions with both the Southwest and the 
Big Eight. conferences concerning a 
possible moving of the school from 
the Western Athletic Conference, said 
R.J.Snow, vice president of Student 
Life, in an interview, with the Boston 
Globe. . 

“We're hoping something will work 
out not involving a realignment,” said 


. Snow, who oversees athletics at BYU. 


“Each day that passes, that seems a 
little more remote.” 

Val Hale, BYU’s sports information 
director feels the possibility of BYU 
joining the conference has been con- 
fined to the rumor mill. 

“It’s all just a rumor, that’s all it is,” 
he said. “It’s just too early to tell. I’ve 
even heard rumors ... that (Texas) El- 
Paso and New Mexico might join the 
Southwest conference.”

in conference structure all over the 
country is based upon the failure of 
the College Football Association to

The hope is that the conferences 
with the best sports teams will get the 
best packages.

“At the corner of the screen was the 
name STARZ — I did not ask to have 


this promotional in my home, yet the 
decision was forced on me. 
“T called the company in retalia- 


tion,” Whitaker said. “They said cus- ~ 


tomers were informed in the January 


“bill that STARZ; would have some R- 


rated movies, and customers could 
call to have the channel removed. 
“The cable company sent me porno- 
graphic merchandise I did not. order 
and blamed me for not sending it back 


because I didn’t know it was there,”

TCI, a national cable operator, intro- 
duced their new STARZ channel with 
a nationwide promotion which 


‘allowed all subscribers to view two 


weeks of the channel without charge. 
TCI is the only cable operator intro- 
ducing this new channel, whose pro- 
gramming ranges from children’s pro- 
grams to Westerns.

Professor returns to BYU 
after aiding quake victims

Disaster relief for victims of 
California’s recent earthquake contin- 
ues, said Dr. Richard A. Heaps, who 
returned to Provo last week after vol- 
unteering 10 days with the Red Cross 
in the Los Angeles area. ; 

Heaps, Educational Psychology pro- 
fessor and a. psychologist at BYU’s 
Student Life Counseling and 
Development ‘Center, served as a vol- 
unteer mental health worker assisting 
people displaced from their homes. 
Heaps worked at a Red Cross shelter 
in the Los Angeles area where 


approximately 400 people were living © 


in a high school gym and sleeping on 
cots. : 

“There was no privacy for anyone 
under those conditions,” Heaps said. 
A large majority of those in the shel- 
ters had been living in apartment 
complexes. 

Heaps said the people he worked 
with faced several dilemmas. The 


sudden grief from the loss of a home . 


and the anxiety of returning to a hab- 
itable, but possibly damaged, apart- 
ment were major concerns. 

The shelter’s cramped living condi- 
tions accompanied the stress and trau- 
ma of the earthquake, Heaps said. But 
the number of people staying in the 
shelter is decreasing as the Red Cross 


_ and other government agencies place | 


more families into new apartments. 
“As mental health workers, we were 

helping them with their fears of 

returning back to a new apartment,” 


‘Heaps said. 
Heaps said he also worked with Red 


Cross volunteers coping with the 
stress of long, hard work as well as 
the mental exhaustion of caring for 
people that are suffering. 

“We want to help them overcome 
their barriers and. move on with their 
lives ...,” said Heaps. “There was 
hardly a day without people coming 
up and embracing me and saying 
thank you with great sincerity.” 

Though stress management was 
challenging, leaving was one of the 
greatest difficulties for a volunteer

“Whether or not the notice was in 
small or large print, TCI should not 
have automatically programmed the 
channel without my consent,” 
Whitaker said. “It is not fair or good 
business.”

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Cable rates cut; industry vows to challenge 


WASHINGTON — For the second time in less than a year, the Federal 
Communication Commission is ordering cable companies to cut the prices they 
charge for programs and equipment. The 7 percent reduction should affect 90 
percent of America’s cable television subscribers. 

The FCC unanimously approved the new rate cut on Tuesday, 10 months after 
ordering a 10 percent rate reduction that backfired for some consumers. 

The new rate cut is expected to take effect in mid-May. Though the impact on 
any individual bill isn’t immediately known, most consumers can expect to pay 
less for cable service each month because the reduction covers all channels 
except pay-per-view and premium services like HBO, Showtime and Encore. 

“Tf the subscribers look at what they were buying in September of 1992, the 
price wilf have gone down one-sixth” when the new rates go into effect, FCC 
Chairman Reed Hundt said in-an interview. 

The cable industry rejected the new rate structure as arbitrary and punitive 
and immediately vowed to challenge it in federal court. Democrats in Congress 
who led the effort to regulate the industry in 1992 praised the FCC’s action. 


Killing suspect apprehended by Provo police 


Provo police officers arrested Donald Mossburg, a suspect in the killing of 
29-year-old Karri Larsen Sunday on Tuesday after receiving a tip from a resi- 
dent. 

According to police, someone reported seeing Mossburg walking along the 
railroad tracks near 820 North Geneva Road in Provo. Police arrested 
Mossburg after a short foot chase. 

Provo Officer Karen Morales said that Mossburg was Larsen’s live-in 
boyfriend. Larsen died of multiple stab wounds Sunday night. 

Morales said one of Larsen’s neighbors called and reported the stabbing 
Sunday night. 

Mossburg was taken to Provo police headquarters for processing and a med- 
ical evaluation. 


Supreme Court allows bumped fliers to sue 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court is letting people “bumped” from 
oversold airline flights sue in state courts to recover their financial losses. 

‘The justices, acting without comment in a Montana case Tuesday, let stand a 
ruling that said such lawsuits are not precluded by federal regulation of the air- 
line industry. 

Tuesday’s action, not a decision, set no legal precedent. But its. effect, for 
now, is to give inconvenienced air travelers their day in court. 

Perhaps most dramatic, since the court returned from a four-week recess, was 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun’s announcement that he now considers all death 
penalty laws unconstitutional. Blackmun dissented from the court’s denial of an 
appeal by Texas death row inmate Bruce Callins. 

Accusing the court’s eight other members of deluding themselves into think- 
ing that capital punishment is being administered fairly, Blackmun said, “I feel 
morally and intellectually obligated simply to concede that the death penalty 
experiment has failed.” 


Five Swedes injured in Bosnian shelling 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The people of Sarajevo enjoyed. anoth- - 


er day of NATO-enforced calm Tuesday, but U.N. peacekeepers came under 
fire near another Bosnian city and five Swedish soldiers were wounded. 

The attack near Tuzla, 50 miles north of Sarajevo, pointed up the challenges 
facing the diplomats who met in Germany on Tuesday and others who will hold 
talks in Croatia on Wednesday seeking ways to end the 22-month war. 

Tuzla has become one-focus of diplomatic efforts since a NATO ultimatum 
forced Serbs to pull their heavy guns away from Sarajevo and brought Russia 
strongly into the picture. Russian troops joined U.N. peacekeepers in Sarajevo, 
and Moscow quickly claimed a leading role in peace efforts.. 

In: Moscow, President Boris Yeltsin proposéd a meeting with leaders of the 
United States, France, Britain and Germany to work out a political settlement in 
Bosnia. There was no immediate response from those countries. 

The head of U.N. peacekeeping operations, Kofi Annan, said U.N. troops 
hoped to open Tuzla’s airport March 7 for aid flights to,central Bosnia. Serb- 
led Yugoslavia objected, saying the airport is too close to Yugoslavia. 

Tuzla, held by Muslim-led Bosnian government forces, is one of several 
places where fighting continues while Sarajevo is quiet.

If you were married in 1993, 
even if it was the last day of 
December, you will need to file as 
if you were married for the whole 
year. You do have a choice, how- 
ever, of filing jointly or separately. 
Should I File Separately Or 
Jointly? 

Merta said that most-students 
would be better off filing jointly. 

The IRS states that you will gen- 
erally pay more combined tax on 
separate returns than you would 
ona joint return because the tax 
rate is higher for married persons 
filing separately. 

What If I Own My Own Home? 

If you own your own home, you 
will most likely want to itemize 
your deductions instead of taking 
the standard deduction offered for 
being married. 

You will need to fill out the 1040 
form in order to take the necessary 
deductions. 

According to H&R Block, your 
home mortgage interest is general- . 
ly fully deductible. This would not 
be true, however, if you received a 
home equity loan that exceeded 
$100,000. 

This deduction will be particu- 
larly advantageous to new home 
buyers, since your payments are 
mostly applied to the interest and 
not the principle of the loan. 
Deducting Employer Paid 
School Costs 

Some employees lucky enough 
to get tuition help from their 
employer are lucky in another 
sense: they may not have to pay 
tax on it. 

If your education maintains or 
improves your skills in your pre- 
sent occupation and doesn’t at the 
same time qualify you for a new 
trade or business, you will qualify 
for this deduction. 

H&R Block said that if you have 
already met the minimum educa- 
tion or training requirements for 
your job, the expenses you incur 
to upgrade your skills or obtain 
advanced training are deductible. 

It doesn’t matter if the additional 
training is required by your 
employer for you to keep your job 
or that you take the courses on 
your own initiative, both qualify. 

You may exclude from your tax- 
able income $5,250 worth of.qual- 
ifying employer-provided educa- 
tional assistance you receive. 

You may deduct tuition, books, 
supplies, lab fees and correspon- 
dence courses. You may also 
deduct travel and transportation 
costs from work to school. —

IDS Church: changes policy Church addresses adoption 
n second marriage for men

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints has issued a state- 
ment encouraging unwed parents to 
place their babies up for adoption. 

In a letter signed by the First 
Presidency of the Church and 
addressed to all Priesthood leaders, 
the Church instructs leaders to first 
help the couple try to establish an 
“eternal family relationship.” 

However, the letter states that if “the 
unwed parents are unable or unwilling 
to marry, they should be encouraged 
to place the child for adoption, prefer- 
ably through LDS Social Services.” 

The letter suggests that a child needs 
both:a mother and a father to give it 
love, support and gospel blessings, 
and that unwed parents often do not 
have the resources to care for a child

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Broadcasters should reduce 
amount of violence on T.V. 
for adults, not just children 


Several broadcasters have announced they will enter into a voluntary 
agreement to solve the problem of television violence. They discussed 
the possibilities of hiring outside companies to monitor violence on tele- 
vision, instituting a rating system to warn parents of the content of spe- 
cific shows, and installing a computer chip into television sets to auto- 
matically block tagged shows. 

This is certainly a responsible first step in keeping our children from the 
violence that is taking over our society. We know repeated exposure to 
acts of violence has an impact on the minds of children, but adults cannot 
assume they are immune. 

‘The majority of violent crimes are not committed by children, they : are 
committed against them. Sixty-one percent of all forcible rapes are com- 
mitted against victims under the age of 16. Twenty-nine percent of 
forcible rapes are committed against children under the.age 11. In 1992, 
close to 3 million cases of child neglect or abuse were reported in the 
United States. The same year, it was estimated that 1,000 of those chil- 
dren died. 

All of those crimes were committed by adults against children. But chil- 
dren aren’t the only victims. Every day 1,871 women are forcibly raped, 
78 each hour. 

It is not enough to shield our chijdren from aed violence. No one in 

our society should be exposed to any more violence than is encountered 
in daily living. Isn’t that enough? 
Broadcasters are willing to deem acts of television violence inappropri- 
ate for children. Why are these acts appropriate for adults? The above 
Statistics indicate adults are the perpetrators of violent crime, not chil- 
den. Who is té watch out for the minds of adults? Who is to watch out 
for the victims of the corruption of that mind? 
: Broadcasters should consider not airing shows deemed worthy of a cau- 
tionary rating or of a request block. Of course, adults are not children 
and should not be treated like them. Some material is appropriate for 
adults but not for children. However, the less violence shown in.our soci- 
ety, the less violent our society will be. A truly responsibility media 
would know this and would voluntarily remove violence from its pro- 
gramming. 


International students bring 


needed insights to campuses 


California universities were the destination of choice for foreign stu- 
dents last year, attracting more than any other state in the nation. New 
York ranked second, followed by ‘Texas, Massachusetts and Illinois. 
These international students represent a tremendous intellectual, finan- 
cial and cultural gain for the nation. 

Utah also has its share of international students. Out of all the state’s 
universities, the University of Utah ranks first with 101 countries repre- 
sented on its campus. BYU ranks second with 97, followed by Utah Sate 
with 80 and Weber Sate with 52. Besides the more recognized places, 
countries such as Burma, Chad, Kazahkstan, Latvia and Sri Lanka are 
also represented. 

There are many reasons why international students decide to study in 
the United States.

Internationalization of the curriculum is an important issue at universi- 
ties around the nation. It is the undergraduate years that will play the 
largest role in preparing students’ attitudes towards a global society with- 
in which they will have to function. 

Universities are gradually becoming more internationally aware. New 
courses dealing with foreign cultures and international relationships have 
been implemented. Area research centers were started, Third World eco- 
nomic and social development has become a standard subject of scholar- 
ship, and growing attention has been paid to “global” issues. Many uni- 
versities have begun to encourage substantial foreign student enrollment 
at the undergraduate level to add to a largely American student body. 

BYU’s campus has had the opportunity to host many students from 
many different countries. These students add to BYU’s diversity and 
allow us all to gain a greater education. 

International students are only an asset to universities across the nation. 
The intellectual and cultural environment increases immensely. Let them 
all be welcome.

Dead Sea Scrolls publication editor speaks at’

There is no longer any secrecy sur- 
ronding the Dead Sea Scrolls, said a 
speaker at the annual lecture series of 
the Foundation for Ancient Research 
and Mormon Studies on Tuesday. 

In a lecture titled, “The Hebrew 
Bible in the Dead Sea Scrolls,” 
Emanuel Tov spoke on writings found 
between 1947-1956 around the area 
of the Dead Sea, especially Qumran. 

Tov is editor-in-chief of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls Publication Project and a 
world-renowned expert on the Bible 
and the Dead Sea Scrolls. 

He is a professor in the Department 
of Bible at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. 

Tov said there is interest in the 
scrolls because of the secrecy 
involved. 

“There is no secrecy anymore,” Tov 
said. The photographs of the scrolls 
are available to anyone now. 

He said that no other literature has 
received as much interest as the Dead 
Sea Scrolls. 

Tov said there is interest, “Because 
the public at large and many scholars 


are hoping to learn more information 


about Christianity.” 


Tov said publication is in full peed 
Organizing fragments will take a few 
more years to go through, with anoth- 
er five years before the book will be 
released by the publisher. 

Tov said the fragments contain 
some 800 compositions that were 
found in the caves near the Dead Sea. 

The compositions were mainly writ- 
ten on leather, but a few were on cop- 
per and papyrus. 

Tov said a quarter of the composi- 
tions are Biblical texts from the Old 
Testament. 

“Each scroll found in Qumran con- 


tains a single book in the Hebrew .. 
Bible, with a few texts only contain- _ 


ing part of the Bible,” said Tov. 

Tov said he had speculated what the 
Hebrew Bible had looked like, but 
until 1947 had no evidence of what it 
looked like. 

“We now know that text was written 
in scroll, something that was rolled,” 
Tov said. 

On each sheet was. a number of 
columns, usually four, with each col- 
umn being a page.

; Green said. “The Girl Scout vision is 
‘very clear, but we can’t accomplish

“Since no girl is excluded from Girl 
Scouting based on her inability to 
pay, financial assistance is provided 
to girls in homeless shelters and other 
economically disadvantaged areas,” 
Green said. 

The Utah Girl Scout Council pro- 
vided $20,000 in financial assistance 
to girls who could not otherwise 
afford membership last year, accord- 
ing to council information. 

Additional programs funded by the 
sales include the training of Girl 
Scout leaders, camp programs, troop 
activities and individual activity cred- 
its which girls can use to pay for pro- 
grams or merchandise. 

“Our 1993 profile indicates that the 
girl is at the center of how we manage 
our resources,” Nancy Giles, presi- 
dent of the Utah Girl Scout Council, 
told.council members. 

How much money goes to benefit 
girls has long been a question that the 
council has now vowed to address. 

“Our primary goal is to help people 
become more aware of the fact that 
the majority of funds are dedicated to 
benefiting girls right here in Utah,” 
Green said. 

There are approximately 223,000 
girls ages 5 to 17 in Utah; nearly 
12,388 of these girls are Girl Scouts. 
‘These figures indicate that | in 18 
Utah girls is a Girl Scout, which is 
half the national average of 1 in 9. 

“Our goal is to bring the Girl Scout 
experience to all girls who wish to be 
Girl Scouts,” Green said.

The 82-year-old promise has under- 
* gone six revisions since its conception 
and currently reads, “On my honor, I 
; willtty: To serve God and my coun- 
» try, to help people at, all times, and to 
“live-by the Girl Scout law.” The 
“phrase was once again revised at the 
Girl Scouts of USA national conven- 
tion in October 1993 to allow the 
word God to be substituted with any 
word or words that reflect the girl’s 
own spiritual-beliefs. 
;  The.change hasbeen a sensitive one 
‘ for some Utahns because of the strong 
spiritual beliefs within the state. 
“My. troop and I are refusing to sell 
cookies this year because the Girl 
i Scouts of the USA have decided the 
girls can pledge service to the spiritu- 
‘ al power of their conscience or none 
at all,” said Cheryl Frey, leader of 
Junior Troop 769, in a letter to the 
editor that appeared in a December 
, issue of The Daily Universe. 
i “Some are under the impression that 
; the word God was entirely dropped 
from the promise — that is absolutely 
' untrue,” Green said. “The word God 
can never be omitted from the 
promise altogether, however it can be 
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substituted for a word that better 
reflects the individual girl.” 

Delegates voted to allow this flexi- 
‘bility to facilitate the Girl Scouts’ 


commitment to serving the increas- "4, 


ingly diverse religious, cultural, racial 
and ethnic populations in the United 
States, according to information 
released by the Girl Scouts of USA. 

“We believe that each member must 
establish for herself the nature of her 
belief, and we recognize that religious 
instruction is the responsibility of par- 
ents and religious leaders,” B: LaRae 
Orullian, Girl Scout national president 
said at the national convention. 

“Spiritual principles are fundamen- 
tal to the organization — that is why 
God has been a part of the promise 
since its conception 82 years ago,” 
Green said. 


The change was passed by a vote of. 


1,560 to 375. Ten delegates represent- 
ed the Utah council. 
“Our delegates received input from 


- adults involved with the Girl Scouting 


program, but were not bound to vote 
based on the association’s wishes,” 
Green said. 

Although this is an emotional issue, 
officials are confident that the change 
was for the better of the organization. 

“We believe that providing some 
flexibility in wording when making 
the Girl Scout promise will enable us 
to continue reaching out to all girls, 
so that they may benefit from Girl 
Scouting,” said Sharon Stetz, execu- 
tive director of the Utah Girl Scout 
Council.

Harding, Kerrigan ready despite latest rumors

HAMAR, Norway — After several 
very public lies, one very large law- 
suit and a lot more home video than 
some of us care to remember, the 
main event begins. 

Call it Harding-Kerrigan or, as it is 
listed on the Olympic agenda, the 
women’s figure skating technical 
program. Call it what CBS executives 
must be calling it when they pass one 
another in the hallway: “The Clamor 
in Hamar.” 

The thing worth remembering is 
that it says nothing good about the 
Olympics. Not when just about 
everyone tuned in to the highest-rated 
telecast in the history of the Games 
willbe praying for one or the other to 
fall. 

As the runaway popularity of Court 
TV demonstrates, people can’t get 
enough of crime and punishment. 
And the fact that CBS will present 
both Wednesday night not just in 
prime time, but during sweeps month 
as well, is a coincidence that must 
have those. same executives convuls- 
ing with high-minded joy. 

Three hundred years after they were 
first staged on a town square in 
Massachusetts, the network will 
bring us something very much like 


. the Salem witchcraft trials updated 


for prime time. 
If this becomes the lasting image of 


the Games, then the Olympic motto, 


will need to be updated as well: from 
“swifter, higher, stronger” to “lower, 
coarser, greedier.” 

Being labeled a witch in Salem in 
1692 was considerably more haz- 
ardous to your health than it is today. 

Today, that gets the cover of People 
and the newsweeklies, and a regular 
gig.on “Inside Edition.” In 1692, that 
got 19 people hanged. A 20th man 
charged with practicing witchcraft 
died after stones were piled on his 
chest in a failed attempt to force 
cooperation with the court. 

Elsewhere in the colonies, the court 
of last resort for witches was some- 
thing known‘as the deep-water test. 
People unable to clear themselves of 
such charges at trial were taken to a 
pond, arms and legs bound, and 
thrown in. 

If they floated, it was presumed 


‘they were under the devil’s protec- 


tion; if they sank, they were pre- 
sumed innocent. Sometimes, they 
were fished out in time to go on with 
life and maybe even make a few 
bucks off a suddenly cleansed reputa- 
tion. 

That last part is exactly what 
Harding hopes to do after her ordeal 
on the frozen pond at the Olympic

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Students are often favorite targets for frauds

With little time and money, students 
are the most likely victims of scholar- 
ship services and work-at-home 
scams, said Bill Beadle, president of 
Utah’s Better Business Bureau. 

“Many people are embarrassed that 
they were victims of fraud,” Beadle 
said. 

He could not release names or spe- 
cific cases of victims for that reason. 

Businesses teeter on fraud when 
they appear to make people benefit 
financially, but instead end up costing 
money. 

Scholarship search companies 
promise students at least a $1,000 
scholarship: 

All they are actually doing is selling 
information, he said. 

Employees of the scholarship search 
companies tell students if they don’t 
receive a scholarship, they will reim- 
burse them. 

What they don’t tell students is that 
they must provide rejection letters 
from all 30 or so resources on the list, 
Beadle said. 

There are other types of fraud as 
well. 

To date, the BBB has not found any 
legitimate work-at-home companies, 


Beadle said. 

Students find work-at-home adver- 
tisements appealing and call expect- 
ing to be sent envelopes to stuff, or 
books to read so 
they can be paid, 
he said. 

Instead of paying 
students for work, 
they charge stu- 
dents a fee to be 
sent the informa- 
tion packet, he 
said. 

They, too, are just 
sellers of informa- 
tion, Beadle said. 

Vacation certifi- 
cates also turn out 
to be a rip-off, he

Customers are 
asked to subscribe 
to magazines or 
order products 
and are promised 
prizes in return, 
he said. 

The customer, 
who is promised a 
personal computer, often ends up with 
a small calculator, he said. 

To combat telemarketing fraud, the 
BBB members advise people not to 
give credit card numbers out over the 
phone.

Coniplaings to Better Business Bureau rise in 1993

The Better Business Bureau report- 
ed 24 percent more complaints in 
1993 than in the previous year, 
according to BBB activity reports. 

The rise in complaints could be due 
to. increased awareness of the BBB 
and its services, or the number of 
complaints could just be correspond- 
ing to the growth of the economy, 
said Bill Beadle, president of Utah’s 
bureau. 

Last year the home improvement 
industry received the most com- 
plaints, followed by automobile repair 
and service shops, seminars, vacation 
vouchers, time-share companies and 
automobile sales, he said. 

Besides taking complaints, the BBB 
can be a great source of information 
about companies, Beadle said. 

Inquiries increased 21 percent over 
the year, he said. 

Inquiries into mortgage and escrow 
companies, home construction and 
repair businesses, seminars, ordered 
products sales and auto repair services 
are the most common, he said. , 


“Low interest rates have led to a 
boom in refinancing,” Beadle said. 
“Consumers want information on the 
reputability of lenders.” 

Resolving a dispute with the BBB 
can be to both the advantage of the 
busigess and the consumer, Beadle 
said. 

To. solve a dispute, the BBB will 
contact a company about the com- 
plaint and ask them to respond, he 
said. 

Disputes are often solved at this 
level because “most companies try to 
take care of their customers,” Beadle 
said.
